Greetings  to  my  good  friends  in  NI.  I am  just  back  home  from 
the  hospital  where  I had  to  undergo  minor  surgery.  The  sur- 
gery was  a complete  success  and  I feel  the  urge  now  to  let 
the  Bulletin  readers  know  that  I am  still  "kicking"  and  able 
to  perform  my  numismatic  activities. 

You  have  read  by  now  about  the  wonderful  meeting  I had  with 
some  of  the  NI  Board  Members  in  Amsterdam  and  Berlin  last  May 
and  probably  many  of  you  have  seen  the  pictures  and  articles 
in  several  of  the  numismatic  publications  regarding  their 
visit .

THE  1911  COINAGE  OF  CANADA 
by  Dolores  H.  Davis 

"The  Godless  Coin"  or  "The  Graceless  Coin"  term  was  widely 
used  for  the  1911  1,  5,  10,  25  and  50  cent  issues  of  Canadian 
coinage  upon  which  the  traditional  DEI  GRA  (Dei  Gratia)  was 
omitted.  Because  of  this  a large  number  of  these  coins  we re 
defaced  in  numerous  ways. 

The  only  1911  coin  thought  by  most  people  to  be  struck  re- 
taining the  words  DEI  GRA  in  the  inscription  was  the  1911C 
Gold  Sovereign.  However,  there  was  another  issue  of  1911  in 
the  denomination  of  a $1.00  silver  piece.  The  obverse  of 
the  coin  bears  the  crowned  effigy  of  His  Majesty  George  V 
wearing  the  Royal  Robes  and  looking  to  the  left  with  the 
inscription:  "GEORGIVS  V DEI  GRA:  REX  ET  IND : IMP:"  The 

reverse  of  the  coin  bears  the  denomination,  the  word  "CANADA" 
and  the  date  within  a wreath  of  Maple  Leaf.  The  Royal  Mint, 
London,  England  prepared  dies  and  shipped  them  to  Canada, 
but  they  were  never  used  by  the  Ottawa  Mint.  However,  the 
Royal  Mint  in  London  is  known  to  have  struck  4 pieces,  three 
of  which  are  supposedly  in  British  Museums  and  the  fourth 
piece  in  a private  collection. 

The  $1.00  dies  and  Royal  Mint  issue  therefore  shows  proof 
that  the  $1.00  denomination  for  Canada  was  contemplated 
struck  in  silver  twenty-four  (24)  years  prior  to  the  first 
issue  for  circulation  in  1935,  commemorating  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  reign  of  King  George  V.

DARFUR 

by  Patrick  D.  Hogan

This  short  article  is  to  bring  attention  to  the  members  of  a 
little-known  series  of  20th  century  coins  struck  by  the  legal 
government  of  the  Sultanate  of  Darfur.  These  coins  are  seem- 
ingly not  mentioned  in  any  standard  catalog  to  date.  Mention 
of  them  can  be  found  in  some  articles  on  Sudanese  coins,  usu- 
ally with  erroneous  assumptions. 

Darfur  Sultanate  was  established  in  the  16th  century,  with  its 
capital  at  al-Fasher,  in  what  is  now  western  Sudan  Republic, 
in  the  18th  century  it  came  under  dominance  of  the  Egyptian 
Khedives,  but  during  the  rebellion  of  the  Mahdi  and  his  suc- 
cessor, the  Khalifah,  1885-1898,  Darfur  was  attached  to  the 
Mahdist  State.  On  the  fall  of  the  Khalifah,  the  state  of 
Darfur  became  independent  under  the  Sultan,  'All  Dinar  (1898- 
1916).  He  rendered  nominal  fealty  to  the  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan 
government  until  the  outbreak  of  World  War  1,  when  he  allied 
himself  with  the  Turkish  Sultan  and  the  Germans.  He  was  at- 
tacked outside  of  al-Fasher,  May  22,  1916,  by  an  expeditionary 
force  and  defeated.  He  was  killed  by  a patrol  in  November, 
and  the  300  year-old  sultanate  came  to  an  end. 

it  is  usually  said  that  his  coins  were  struck  from  tin  from 
"petrol  cans"  in  1915,  to  finance  his  army.  However,  A.  J. 
Arkell,  in  an  article  published  in  the  "Numismatic  Chronicle", 
Ser.  5,  Vol.  19,  1939,  states  that  the  coins  were  first  struck 
in  1908,  and  ceased  in  1914,  and  that  they  were  made  from 
billon,  with  10%  silver  and  90%  copper.  They  were  struck 
merely  to  provide  coinage  to  solve  the  shortage  of  small 
change.  Mr.  Arkell  inspected  over  600  pieces,  and  did  not 
find  any  tin  coins. 

The  first  coins  allowed  to  circulate  in  Darfur  by  'All  Dinar 
were  foreign  counterfeits,  made  in  Europe,  in  imitation  of 
Egyptian  coins,  made  out  of  copper-nickel-zinc , which  we  call 
"German  Silver".  These  "Abu  zaberlag"  (False  coins)  bore  the 
date  1223,  Yr.  13,  or  1213,  Yr.  13;  they  do  not  have  the 
usual  milled  edge.  These  became  unpopular,  though  they  helped 
solve  the  coinage  shortage  within  Darfur;  they  were  not  ac- 
cepted outside  of  the  sultanate.  Ali  called  then  in  and 
stamped  them  with  " 'Ali/1312".  However,  continued  counter- 
feiting took  place.  Then  in  1908  the  Sultan  decided  to  have 
his  own  dies  engraved,  and  the  Ghurush  (piastres)  were  struck. 
They  bear  a tughra  with  the  monogram  of  'Ali  Dinar  on  the  ob- 
verse. On  the  reverse:  Struck  in  al-Fasher,  with  the  date 

and  "regnal  date".  The  regnal  dates  are  seemingly  meaningless, 
as  similar  to  the  Mahdist  series  of  coins,  of  the  600  coins, 
332  were  dated  1327  Yr.  71  (l),  while  92  were  1327  Yr.  17 
(1327  = 1909).  Other  dates  range  from  1323  to  1387,  with 
various  garbled  dates  in  between.  Five-ghurush  dated  1328 
and  half-ghurush,  also  1328,  were  struck  in  very  limited 
numbers.  8 


A BUND  I 1/4  PAISA  AND  A KUTCH  KORI

Two  revisions  that  members  may  want  to  make  in  the  Indian 
States  section  of  their  NI-GCTA  Report  which  have  not  been 
covered  in  the  9th  Edition  of  R.  S.  Yeoman's  "Modern  World 
Coins"  concern  a copper  1/4  paisa  of  Bundi  and  some  silver 
koris  of  Kutch.  These  revisions  should  read:

1900"  . 


The  Bundi  coin  is  extremely  crude  and  shows  only  a small 
portion  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  legends.  The  dies  used 
appear  to  be  the  same  as  for  Y-14  or  approximately  20mm  in 
diameter  and  since  part  of  the  obverse  of  my  coin  wasn't 
struck,  all  that  shows  is  "EDW"  and  the  tip  of  the  dagger. 

I have  seen  a second  piece  which  showed  only  "WARD" . The 
date  portion  of  the  reverse  legend  of  my  coin  is  missing  as 
is  also  so  often  the  case  with  the  1/4  paisas  of  George  V 
(Y-15). 


As  mentioned  in  the  "Report" , two  sets  of  dates  frequently 
appear  on  the  coins  of  Kutch,  the  Christian  Era  date  in 
Persian  numerals  and  the  Samvat  Era  date  in  Nagari  numerals. 
Because  the  Christian  and  Samvat  Hew  Years  fall  months  apart, 
it  is  often  possible  to  find  two  coins  of  a type  bearing  the 
same  Christian  date  but  different  Samvat  dates.  This  is  the 
case  with  Y-Hl  (9th  Edition)  one  koris.  I have  this  coin 
dated  1900  with  the  additional  Samvat  dates  1956  and  1957 
although  the  latter  combination  isn't  listed  in  Clark's 
"The  Modern  Coinage  of  Kutch",  the  reference  for  Kutch  coins 
mentioned  in  the  "Report".  Also  unlisted  but  in  my  collection 
are  these  coins  dated  1898  and  1899,  both  having  the  Samvat 
date  1955.

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SOI, IE  COMMENTS  UN  JUNAGADH  Y-2

Several  months  ago  I was  privileged  to  be  able  to  examine 
for  dates  and  varieties  171  pieces  of  Junagadh  Y-2.  These 
did  not  constitute  a "hoard"  in  the  numismatic  sense  of  the 
word  but  rather  a wholesale  lot  purchased  by  a dealer  in 
the  United  States  from  a dealer  in  India. 

The  date  range  proved  to  be  small  being  limited  to  the  Samvat 
Era  dates  1963  to  1967.  The  1967  is  an  unlisted  date  in  R. 

S.  Yeoman's  "Modern  World  Coins".  I was,  however,  able  to 
discern  two  distinct  varieties;  namely,  with  and  without 
rosettes  before  and  after  the  date.  The  date  constitutes 
the  bottom  five  Nagari  figures  on  the  obverse  as  illustrated 
in  MWC.  The  first  figure  in  the  date  element  is  the  Nagari 
character  "sa"  and  is  probably  an  abbreviation  for  Samvat. 

All  coins  in  the  lot  dated  S.  1963  are  without  this  character. 
The  rosettes  in  their  commonest  form  consist  of  six  dots  or 
pellets  surrounding  a central  one  but  there  are  some  other 
less  common  designs  used  as  stops.  The  date  of  the  illu- 
strated coin  in  MWC  is  S.  1965  and  is  clearly  of  the  rosette 
variety  (Y-2a). 

The  Nagari  9 is  not  formed  like  the  one  in  the  Numerals  Chart 
in  the  front  of  MWC  but  rather  like  a "C"  with  a horizontal 
center  stroke  or  a "round  back  E" . I found  that  the  9's  on 
all  coins  dated  S.  1964-1967  were  of  the  "round  back  E"  form. 
Dokdos  dated  S.  1963  all  had  the  9 as  shown  in  the  Numerals 
Chart  in  the  front  of  MWC. 

All  coins  dated  S.  1963  and  a few  dated  S.  1964  were  without 
rosettes  or  stops  of  any  kind  before  and  after  the  date. 

Most  dated  S.  1964  and  all  dated  S.  1965-1967  had  rosettes 
or  variations  beside  the  date.  The  listing  should  be  divided 
with  Y-2  no  rosettes  and  Y-2a  with  rosettes. 


In  this  lot  of  coins,  92.5%  were  Y-2a  or  the  type  with  ro- 
settes. S.  1964  was  the  most  common  date,  amounting  to  53.5% 
of  the  coins  with  a legible  date  while  S.  1963  and  1967  were 
the  scarcest,  accounting  for  2.9%  and  3.5%  respectively. 

The  history  of  the  lot  doesn't  guarantee  that  these  are  re- 
presentative figures  of  relative  scarcity  but  they  probably 
give  a pretty  good  indication. 

One  of  the  coins  dated  S . 1966  with  the  normal  rosettes  has 
the  center  of  the  obverse  inverted.  This  is  the  portion  with 
the  value  and  reads  "1  dokdo"  in  two  lines.  A similar  thing 
happens  with  the  reverse  of  Kutch  C-76  which  has  a trident 
and  Samvat  date  in  a circle  surrounded  by  the  title  and  name 
of  the  Kutch  Rao  or  ruler.  I have  an  1875  with  S.  1931  with 
the  center  inverted.  Are  these  two  coins  merely  examples  of 
die  cutting  errors  or  were  the  centers  engraved  on  plugs 
which  were  inserted  into  circle  dies  and  somehow  got  rotated 
a half-turn  by  mistake?
